GETTING BACK TO WORK

The differences in the Board of Education are likely lo be

composed without an actual resort o litigalion. By action taken
last night, two of three actions which are pending in the super-|
ior court, have been made unnecessary. Further agreement
will make the third action also unnecessary.
The disagreement arose over a simple malter. The law
re\q jres a board of eight members, four Republicans and four
Demdégrats. By the death of Dr. George W. Osborn the Demo-
eratic side was reduced to three members, and the Democratic
members, that they might have the equalily intended by the law
demanded that the vacancy should be filled before the transac-
tion of any other business. Otherwise they would be three to
four, and not properly represented, nor able properly to do the
work given to them by the people. The Republican ‘nembers
met and eleeted officers, and attempted to funetion as a legal
board of education.

At this point the Democrats applied for a writ for quo war-
ranto to try the legality of this conduet, and a writ of manda-
mus to compel the Republican members to fill the yaeancy.

The vacancy being filled the mandamnus is no longer neces-
sary and will be dropped as will also the mandamus brought by
Norman Leeds fo comel the filling of the vacancy and {o eompel
all the members to carry on.

The difficulty over the illegal commitlees was temporarily
disposed of, last night, by fransferring all the business to the
members as a commitiee of the whole.

This disenssion has been rather wholesome for the com-
munity, and not a bad thing for the Board of Education. The
community is deeply concerned that its business shall be done
according to law, and the board is under a duty {o do business
in no other way.
